This  being  the  day  and  place  for  the  meelin^  of  the  25th  Annual  Con- 
vention of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Ca- 
rolina, the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  and  attending  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegate* 
assembled  in  St.  James's  Church. 

Prayers  were  read  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop.

The  Convention  hein^  dnly  organized,  on  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sin- 
geltary,  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  Secretary  for  the  ensuing  Conven- 
tional year,  when,  on  counting  the  ballots,  it  appeared  that  Edward  J. 
Hale  was  duly  elected. 

On  motion,  it  was  Re'iohed,  That  all  Clergymen,  not  members  of  this 
Convention,  and  all  candidates  for  Orders  within  the  Diocese,  who  may 
be  present  during  iis  sittings,  be  invited  to  t^ke  seats   in  the  Convention. 

Under  this  resolution,  the  Rev.  Richard  S.  Mason,  D.  D.,  and  the  Rev. 
Charles  Aldis,  of  ihis  Diocese,  the  Rev.  Dr.  May,  of  the  Diocese  of  Penn- 
sylvania, and  the  Rev.  Theodore  B.  Lymnn,  of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland; 
and  Mr.  Charles  Bruce  VValker,  a  Candidate  for  Orders,  took  seats. 

The  President  appointed  the  following  Standing  Committees:

On  motion  of  tlie  Rev.  Mr.  Singellary,  the  Convention  proceeded  to 
elect,  1)y  ballot,  the  Standing  Committee  for  the  ensuing  year,  when  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Green,  Bnxton,  and  Mason,  and  Messrs.  diaries  Manly 
and  Edmund  B.  Freeman,  were  duly  elected. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  I^ippitt,  a  Committee  was  appointed  by  the  Chair, 
consisting  of  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Singeltary  and  Buxton,  and  Mr.  Lippitt, 
on  the  subject  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Standing  Committee.

Service. 

Service  was  performed  hy  the  Rev.  Dr.  Mason,  and  Convention  Ser- 
mon was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Singeltary,  from  the  5th  chapter  of 
St.  Paul's  Epistle  to  the  Ephesians,  part  of  the  25th  verse.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  hold 
meetings  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  every  Convention  of  the  Dio- 
cese; and  this  Canon  is  hereb_v  declared  to  be  due  notice  to  each  member 
of  the  same,  to  assemble  at  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting  of  each 
Annual  Convention. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Curtis,  it  was 

JReso/vcd,  That  a  committee,  to  consist  of  three  persons,  be  appointed 
by  the  President  on  the  subject  of  the  Diocesan  Library,  and  that  the  Rt. 
Rev.  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  be  ex  officio  Chairman  of  the  Committee. 

The  President  appointed  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Curtis  and  Johnston,  and 
Mr.  J.  L.  London,  to  compose  said  Committee. 

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Convention,  to  report  upon  the 
subject  of  raising  a  fund  for  the  relief  of  such  necessitous  Clergymen  as 
may  become  disabled  in  this  Diocese,  and  of  the  Widows  and  Cliildren 
of  such  as  may  die,  leaving  their  families  in  necessitous  circumstances, 
was  called  on  to  report;  when  the  Rev.  Mr.  Forbes,  a  member  of  the 
Committee,  stated  that  the  Rev.  Chairman  of  the  Committee  was  not 
present,  and  that  he  presumed  that  no  report  had  been  prepared. 

Whereupon,  on  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Green,  a  new  Committee  was 
raised  on  the  subject,  consisting  of  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Buxton  and  Forbes, 
and  Dr.  DeRosset,  Messrs.  H.  A.  London,  and  Spruill;  with  instructions 
to  report  to-morrow  morning. 

Convention  adjourned  till  4  o'clock  this  afternoon. 

At  4  o'clock,  Convention  met. 

A  Certificate  of  Lay  Delegation  from  Trinity  Church,  Beaufort,  was  pre- 
sented; and  Mr.  Wm.  J.  Laughinghouse,  the  Delegate  named  therein, 
appeared  and  took  his  seat.

The  Ladies'  Working  Society,  established  more  than  20  years  ago, 
has  never  been  more  efficient  than  during  the  past  year.  Besides  sus- 
taining their  Charity  School  for  poor  children,  the  sum  of  $592  (the  a- 
vails  of  their  labours,)  has  been  appropriated  to  the  furnishing  of  the 
Church,  and  it  is  due  to  them  to  state,  that  to  their  exertions  the  Parish 
is  indebted  for  much  of  the  convenience  and  beauty  which  at  present  a- 
dorn  the  interior  of  our  temple.  In  this  connexion,  the  Rector  would  al- 
so mention  the  present  of  a  Bell  and  Clock  for  the  Tower  of  the  Church 
— the  liberal  donation  of  a  gentleman  of  the  Parish,  which  proves  a  great 
convenience,  not  only  to  the  congregation,  but  to  the  town  at  large. 

We  now  look  to  Him,  whose  blessing  has  prospered  the  external  ar- 
rangements of  this  Church,  to  shine  into  the  hearts  of  our  people — mak- 
ing them  a  spiritual  temple  acceptable  in  his  sight.

Since  the  last  Convention,  two  or  three  families  belonging  to  the  Church 
have  moved  to  this  place;  so  that  there  are  now  nearly  thirty  persons  rea- 
dy to  be  organized  into  a  Congregation.  A  general  desire  is  expressed 
for  the  establishment  of  the  stated  services  of  the  Church,  and  one-f(mrth 
of  the  sum  necessary  for  the  erection  of  a  House  of  Worship  can  with 
ease  be  obtained  in  the  place.  For  the  other  three-fourths,  the  eyes  of 
this  little  liock  must  be  turned  towards  the  several  members  and  congre- 
gatioris  of  the  Diocese.  The  appeal  will  be  general,  because  it  is  believ- 
ed that  all  parts  of  the  Diocese  are  equally  concerned.  Under  the  pre- 
sent state  of  things,  hut  little  can  be  done  toward  the  profitahle  instruction 
of  the  sons  of  the  Church  during  their  Collegiate  c(uirse.  For  four  of  the 
most  important  years  of  their  life  they  are  cut  off  from  the  stated  and  pe- 
culiar lessons  in  which  they  were  early  trained.  As  an  almost  necessary 
consequence,  they  become  indifferent  to  the  high  and  holy  claims  of  the 
Church,  and  too  often  lose  all  their  religious  impressions.  This  evil 
would  be,  for  the  mf)st  part,  remedied,  bv  affording  them  the  opportunity 
of  attending  every  Lord's  Day  on  services  to  which  ihey  have   been  a€- 
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customed  from  their  infancy,  and   of  hearing   lho:-e  lessons   of  faith  and 
piety  which  were  first  incuhMled  under  the  parental  roof. 

An  appeal  will  ere  long  he  ni.ide  to   tiie    Dio(;ese   on  this  suhject;  and 
the  hope  is  here  conridently  expressed  that  it  will  not  be  made  in  vain.

Reaohed^  riiat  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  state  of 
the  Missionary  operations  of  the  Diocese,  the  means  of  sustaining  and 
enlarging  the  srane,  and  the  expediency  of  a  new  organization  of  the  me- 
thod of  conducting  them. 

The  following  consiiiute  the  Committee,  viz:  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop, 
the  Rev.  Messrs.  Singeltary  and  Buxlon,  and  Messrs.  Wiight  and  F.  J. 
Hill. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  read  his  Annual  Address,  which  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  as  follows  : 

Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  : 

Since  we  last  met  in  Convention,  God,  in  his  wise  provi- 
dence, has  taken  from  us  a  brother,  beloved  ;  whose  exemplary  devotion 
and  self-sacrifice  in  the  cause  of  his  Master,  while  they  brought  him  to 
an  early  grave,  have  secured  for  him  a  place  ia  the  affectionate  and  grate- 
ful remembrance  of  the  diocese  ;  and  we  believe,  a  reward  through  Christ, 
of  the  faithful  servant  m  heaven.  While  then  we  adore  the  mercy  that 
has  spared  ourselves  to  assemble  once  more  in  Convention,  let  us  not 
forget  the  lesson  taught  by  this  solemn  providence,  "to  be  also  ready,  as 
we  know  not  the  day  nor  the  hour  in  which  our  JiOrd  may  come." — 
*'  Blessed  is  that  servant,  whom  his  Lord  when  he  cometh  shall  find 
watching." 

The  following  is  the  statement  required  by  canon,  of  my  official  acts  ; 
and  of  the  changes  and  other  matters  in  the  diocese,  since  the  date  of  my 
last  address. 

May  16th,  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Salisbury,  I  confirmed  nine  persons. 

17th,  (Sunday,)  ordained  to  the  holy  order  of  Deacons,  John  A.  Back- 
bouse,  A.  M.,  and  delivered  on  the  occasion  the  required  address. 

26th,  preached  at  Halifax  and  confirmed  six  persons. 

31st,  (Sunday,)  in  St.  Paul's,  Edenton,  preached  twice,  confirmed 
eighteen  persons,  administered  the  holy  Communion,  and  examined  chil- 
dren in  Catechism. 

June  6th,  in  the  Chapel  at  Lake  Scuppernong,  preached  and  confirmed 
seven  persons. 

7th,  (Sunday,)  in  Pettigrew's  Chapel,  preached,  confirmed/ot<r  per- 
sons, and  administered  the  holy  Communion.

10th,  at  Plymouth,  preached,  and  confirmed  three  persons. 

During  the  last  of  this  month,  I  attended,  in  the  City  of  New  York, 
the  meeting  of  the  Missionary  Board,  and  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Gene- 
ral Theological  Seminary  of  our  Church;  was  present  at  the  examina- 
tion of  the  students  of  the  Seminary,  and  at  their  Commencement,  on 
which  occasion,  by  previous  appointment,  I  delivered  the  address. 

The  second  week  of  Julv  I  parsed  in  a  gratifying  vidit  to  the  Virginia 
3 
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Theological  Seminary,  at  Alexandria,  D.  C,  attended  the  examination  of 
the  students,  and  tiieir  '^jniniencenicnt. 

Aiip-nst  Isl.  Wliile  at  the  Virginia  Springs,  to  which  pUu-e  I  had  gone 
for  heahh,  I  had  tlie  satisfaclion  of  forwarditig  to  the  Presiding  Bishop 
of  our  Church,  my  consent  to  the  consecration  of  a  well  beloved  brother, 
the  Kev.  Wm.  R.  Whittinghain,  D.  D.,  Professor  in  General  Theologi- 
cal Seminary,  to  the  Episcopate  of  Maryland. 

22d  and  23d,  (Saturday  and  Sunday,)  in  (>hrist  Church,  Rowan  coun- 
ty, preached,  confirmed  nine  persons,  and  administered  the  holy  Com- 
munion. 

30ih,  (Sunday.)  Consecrated  to  the  worship  of  Almighty  God,  St.  An- 
drews's Church,  Rowan  county,  preached  on  the  0(;casion,  confirmed 
eleven  persons,  and  administered  holy   Communion. 

September  2d,  preached  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Salisbury. 

5th  and  6th,  (Saturday  and  Sunday,)  at  Lincolnton,  preached  tivice, 
confirmed  t/iree  persons,  and  administered  the  holy  Communion.  It 
gives  me  pleasure  to  be  able  to  state  to  the  Convention,  that  an  arrange- 
ment is  made,  by  which  the  services  of  one  of  our  ablest  missionaries  are, 
for  the  ensuing  year,  secured  to  this  place,  in  connexion  with  Morgan- 
ton.  Feeble  health  prevented  me  from  extending  my  visitation  beyond 
Lincoln  county.  Early  in  the  Summer,  however,  I  am,  by  Divine  per- 
mission, to  visit  the  mountain  regions  of  the  diocese. 

13th,  (Stmday,)  I  officiated  in  St.  "Bartholomew's  Church,  Pittsboro', 
hut  from  loss  of  voice,  was  able  to  do  no  more  than  make  a  short  ad- 
dress, after  confirming /Aree  persons. 

16th.  I  attended,  in  Raleigli,  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Epis- 
copal School,  convened  by  me,  under  a  resolution  of  the  last  Convention. 
At  which  meeting,  George  W.  Mordecai,  Esq.  was  appointed  the  agent,  to 
dispose  of  so  much  of  the  Episcopal  School  property,  as  should  be  ne- 
cessary to  cancel  the  debts  of  the  Institution. 

20th,  (Sunday,)  in  St.  Matthew's  C'hurch,  Hillsborough,  I  preached, 
confirmed  ei2;hf  persons,  administered  the  holy  Communion,  and  heard 
the  children  in  Catechism.  I  was  not  a  little  gratified  to  learn  the  suc- 
cess of  the  zealous  efforts  of  the  Rector  here,  to  establish  a  daily  morn- 
inc  and  evening  service  ;  and  to  restore  to  his  congregation  something  of 
the  primitive  spirit  and  practice.  In  this  day  of  degeneracy,  church- 
men seem  insensible  to  half  their  privileges  ;— so  insensible  as  actually 
to  be  startled  when  these  privileges  are  duly  exhibited  to  their  minds,  as 
if  some  strange  thing  had  been  broufflit  to  light.  Brethren,  these  things 
ought  not  so  to  be  ;  churchmen  should  know  their  duty  and  their  privile- 
ges better. 

22d,  preached  at  St.  Mary's,  Orange  county,  and  confirmed  one  per- 
son. 

24th,  performed  service  and  preached  in  Salem  Chapel,  on  the  plan- 
tation of  Judge  Cameron. 

26th,  preached  in  St.  James's  Church,  Granville  county,  and  confirmed 
three  persons. 

27th,  (Sunday,)  in  St.  Stephen's,  Oxford,  administered  the  holy  Com- 
munion, yeing  unable  tx)  p'rfeath.     On  Mond:iy  I  baptised  a-n  infant. 
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29th  and  30th,  in  St.  John's,  Williamsborongh,  administered  the  holy 
Coninuuiii)n  and  examined  children  in  the  Catechism. 

October  4th,  (Sunday,)  in  Eaimaiuiei  Church,  Warrenton,  preached, 
contirmetl  three  persons,  administered  the  holy  Communion,  and  exam- 
ined children  in  the  Catechism. 

5lh,  in  Warren  county,  biiplised  one  adult  and  four  infants. 

Nov.  8th,  (Sunday,)  I    consecrated  to  the   worship  of  Almighty  God, 
Calvary  C^hurch,  Tarborough  ;  on  vvhicli  occasion  1  preached,  conhrmed 
four  [)ersons,  and  administered  holy  Communion.     The  following  Wed- 
nesday performed  the  burial  service. 

15ih,  (Sunday,)  Consecrated  to  the  service  of  Almighty  God,  St. 
Thomas's  Church,  \Vindsor;  when  I  preached,  confirmed  e/eren  persons, 
and  administered  the  iioly  Communion. 

Tiie  following  week,  Jacob  B.  Morss,  a  candidate  for  holy  orders  in 
this  diocese,  was  ordained  Deacon;  the  lit.  Rev.  Dr.  Moore,  of  Virginia, 
at  my  desire,  kindly  acting  in  my  place. 

22d,  and  Jan.  10th,  (Sundays,)  preached  in  St.  Paul's,  Edenton,  and 
confirmed  tivo  persons.  These  persons  were  confirmed  by  special  re- 
quest, out  of  the  lime  of  regular  visitation. 

During  the  winter,  while  on  a  visit  to  my  friend,  Josiah  Collins, 
Esq.,  1  preached  twice  in  Pettigrew's  Chapel,  and  twice  in  the  Chapel  at 
the  l^ake,  administering  at  both  places  the  holy  Communion.  In  addi 
tion,  I  prepared  a  catechism  for  the  children  of  the  slaves  of  the  planta- 
tion ;  vvliich  was  taught  orally,  to  a  class  of  some  50  or  60,  between  the 
ages  of  5  and  12,  by  a  young  lady  of  the  family,  with  surprising  success 
— much  better  success  indeed  than  is  ever  realized  where  a  knowledge  of 
the  catechism  is  left  to  the  attainment  of  the  child  by  study.  This  ex- 
periment, in  connexion  with  others,  where  the  numbers  have  been  less, 
encourages  the  belief,  that,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  we  shall  soon  suc- 
ceed in  imparting  to  this  class  of  our  population,  a  thorough  and  sancti- 
fvino[  knowledge  of  "  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus" 

Lest  any  should  misapprehend  the  character  and  tendency  of  our  ef- 
forts in  this  direction,  I  wish  it  distinctly  understood,  that  every  thing  is 
conducted  with  a  strict  regard  to  the  legal  enactments  on  the  subject,  and 
under  the  constant  supervisioti,  in  each  case,  o{^  the  planter  himself.  In 
reference  also  to  our  exerti  -ns  hiiherto,  so  far  as  we  can  discern  it,  we 
feel  warranted  in  affirminor  it  to  be  decidedly  favorable  to  due  subordina- 
tion. Cases  are  not  uncommon,  in  which  slaves,  who,  under  a  system 
of  mere  excitements,  had  become  puffed  up  with  a  vain  conceit  of  their 
spiritual  attainments,  have,  immediately  upon  a  distinct  and  sober  exhi- 
bition of  Gosjjel  truth  being  made  to  their  minds,  manifested  a  humbling 
sense  of  their  ignorance,  and  a  orrnteful  desire  to  be  taught  more  fully 
"the  principles  of  the  <loctrine  of  Christ."  To  the  christian  master,  how- 
e^'er,  alive  to  his  privileges  and  duties,  no  doubt  can  exist  on  this  point. 
To  him  it  is  clear,  that  a  knowledge  of  Christ  crucified,  in  its  fuHness, 
is  a  blessing,  which,  by  command  of  Almighty  God,  he  is  bound  to  com- 
municate to  every  immortal  beino;  entrusted  to  his  care;  and  hence  a  bles- 
sing which  he  cannot  withhold  without  guilt  and  hazard  to  his  soul. — 
He  knows  and  feds  that  Gud's  ti*'ath  can  hurt  no  man,  nor  institutioa  of 


men,  establislied  with  the  divine  approbation  ;  and  therefore  that  a  more 
fearful  condemnation  could  not  be  pronounced  upon  an  institution  than  to 
say  of  it,  that  its  interests  are  endangered  by  the  light  and  privileges  of 
the  Gospel. 

By  request  of  the  Presiding  Bishop  of  our  Church,  I  went  to  Savannali, 
Georgia,  the  last  of  Fel^ruary,  and  on  the  28th  of  that  month,  1st  Sunday 
in  Lent,  united  with  my  Rt.  Rev.  brethren,  the  Assistant  Bishop  of  Vir- 
ginia, and  the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina,  in  consecrating  to  the  Episco- 
pate of  Georgia,  the  Kev.  Stephen  Elliott,  D.  D.,  a  Presbyter  of  South 
Carolina.  In  the  discharge  of  this  duty  1  had  peculiar  pleasure,  feeling, 
as  I  did,  that  it  was  to  aid  in  giving  to  a  sister  diocese,  hitherto  destitute, 
a  christian  Bishop,  who  would  prove  a  worthy  and  ethcient  instrument 
in  the  hands  of  God,  in  fostering  and  extending  the  interests  of  the 
church  of  the  Redeemer,  in  that  spiritually  needy  reg-ion. 

March  28lh,  29th  and  30th,  visited  Elizabeth  City.  Preached  twice 
on  Sunday,  28th,  in  Christ  Church,  and  administered  the  holy  Com- 
munion. The  parish  having  been  destitute  of  a  Clergyman  for  some 
months,  and  the  present  minister  having  just  entered  upon  his  duty,  no 
candidates  for  Confirmation  were  sufficiently  instructed  and  in  other  re- 
spects prepared  for  the  holy  ordinance. 

April  1st,  preached  at  Hertford,  where  the  prospects  of  a  congregation 
are  encouraging. 

4th,  (Sunday,)  preached  at  Harvey's  Neck,  confirmed  one  person,  and 
administered  the  holv  C'ommunion.  The  congregation  here,  is  mostly 
made  up  of  colored  persons  from  the  plantations  of  Joseph  B.,  Charles, 
.nnd  Edmund  Skinner.  Esqs.,  who  are  making  praiseworthy  efl'orts  for 
ti.e  proper  religious  instruction  of  their  slaves. 

6lh,  visited  the  plantation  of  Joseph  Skinner,  Esq.,  where,  through 
his  zeal,  a  catechism  has  been  successfully  employed  during  the  past 
winter,  in  communicating  to  the  young  slaves,  the  principles  of  the  doc- 
trine of  Christ.     Here  I  ofiFiciated  to  a  colored  congregation  at  night. 

9th,  (Good  Friday,)  T  preached  to  the  colored  congregation  at  Lake 
Scuppcrnong,  and  administered  the  holy  Communion. 

11th,  (Easter  Sunday,)  preached  at  St.  Luke's,  Locust  Grove,  and  ad- 
ministered the  Holy  Communion.  At  night  of  the  same  day,  preached 
at  Plymouth. 

13th,  (Easter  Tuesday,)  preached  in  St.  Thomas's,  Bath. 

14th,  in  St.  John's,  Durham's  Creek,  preached  and  confirmed  one 
person. 

16th,  preached  in  Zion  Chapel. 

16lh,  at  night,  preached  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Washington  ;  and  also, 
18th,  (Sunday,)  preached  twice  and  confirmed  //rc/^'e  persons.  On  Mon- 
day, 19th,  examined  the  children  in  the  catechism. 

20th,  preached  in  Trinity  Church,  Beaufort  county,  and  confirmed  owe 
person. 

21st,  preached  in  St.  Paul's  parish.  Swift  Creek. 

25th,  in  Christ  ('hurch,  Newbern,  preached  twice,  examined  the  chil- 
dren in  the  catechism,  confirmed _^re  persons,  and  administered  the  holy 
communion. 
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May  let  anJ  2d,  (Saturday  and  Sunday,)  preached  three  times,  once 
to  the  colored  conjrregation,  in  St.  John's,  Fayelieville,  examined  chil- 
dren in  the  catechism,  conlirmed  ;?r(^  persons,  and  administered  the  holy 
communion. 

I  ho|.'ed  to  have  been  ahle,  before  the  Convention,  to  visit  (Chapel  Hill. 
The  interests  of  the  Church  in  the  diocese,  I  am  persuaded,  would  be 
greatly  promoted,  by  suitable  attention  to  that  place.  Fifteen  communi- 
cants are  reported  by  the  Rev.  Professor  Green,  as  already  having-  a  re- 
sidence there;  while  the  sons  of  churchmen,  at  the  University,  (making  a 
large  proportion  of  the  students,)  are  comparatively  without  the  means  of 
instruction  in  the  Gospel  as  held  by  their  fathers  ;  all  di>tinctive  views 
being  sedulously  precluded  from  the  teachings  of  the  Chapel.  Most 
cordially,  therefore,  and  earnestly,  would  lsec<md  the  appeal  of  the  Rev. 
Professor,  for  aid  in  the  erection  there,  of  a  suitable  church. 

It  is  a  matter  of  regret  to  me,  that  the  state  of  my  health  has,  for  part 
of  the  year,  been  such,  as  essentially  to  abridge  my  otlJcial  labors. — 
Some  of  the  parishes,  it  will  be  seen,  have  not,  according  to  my  usual 
practice,  been  visited.  The  number  of  confirmations,  however,  has  not 
iallen  below  my  last  year's  report ;  while  the  spiritual  condition  generally, 
of  the  diocese,  seems  to  be  improving.  In  one  particular,  that  o[  baptis- 
mal ediicalion,  a  decided  advance  has  been  mn(le,  Mucli,  however,  re- 
mains to  be  done,  to  lead  our  children  and  youth  to  act  up  to  their  high 
privileges,  as  "  members  of  Christ,  children  of  God,  and  inheritors  of 
the  kingdom  of  heaven." 

During  the  past  conventional  year,  one  hmdred  and  forfy-four^  liave 
been  confirmed  ;  three  C/hurches  consecrated  ;  three  candidates  for  orders 
(Charles  H.  Disbrow,  Wm.  E.  Snowden,  and  R.  Y.  Read,)  been  re- 
ceived ;  innking  the  present  number  of  candidates  in  the  diocese,  eight. — 
Two  candidates,  (John  A.  Backhouse  and  J.  B.  Morss,)  have  been  ad- 
mitted to  the  holy  order  of  Deacons. 

During  the  same  period,  the  followinor  changes  have  taken  place: — The 
Rev.  Philip  B.  Wiley,  late  minister  of  Calvary  Church,  Wadesborough, 
lias  been  removed  by  death.  The  Rev.  George  W.  Freeman,  D.  D.,  has 
resigned  the  rectorship  of  Christ  Church,  Raleigh,  and  taken  letters  to 
the  Bishop  of  Virginia.  The  removal  of  this  godly  Presbyter,  I  regard 
as  a  serious  loss  to  myself  and  diocese.  He  carries  with  him  our  confi- 
dence and  earnest  prayers.  The  Rev.  Harvey  Stanly  has  resigned  the 
rectorship  of  Christ  Church,  Elizabeth  City.  The  Rev.  Moses  A.  Cur- 
tis has  resigned  the  rectorship  of  St.  Thomas's  Church,  Si.  John's  Church, 
Trinity  Church,  and  Zion  Chapel,  Beaufort  county.  The  Rev.  Edward 
M.  Forbes  has  resigned  the  rectorship  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  Locust 
Grove,  Pettigrew's  Chapel,  and  the  colored  congregation  at  Lake  Scup- 
pernong,  and  is  about  to  remove  to  the  congregations  in  Lincolnton  and 
Morganton.  The  Rev.  Henry  H.  Prout  has  resigned  the  rectorship  of 
St.  Matthew's  Church,  Hillsborough,  and  is  about  to  enter  upon  mission- 
ary labour.  The  Rev.  Richard  S.  Mason,  D.  D.,  late  President  of  New- 
ark College,  has  accepted  the  rectorship  of  Christ  Church,  Raleigh,  and 
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entered  upon  his  duties.  The  Rev.  T.ouis  L.  Noble,  and  the  Rev.  Chas. 
Aldis,  have  been  received  into  the  diocese  by  letters  from  the  Bishop  of 
New  York,  the  former  of  wbom  is  engaged  in  missionary  duly  at  Hert- 
ford and  Harvey's  Neck,  Perquinions  county  ;  the  latter  has  taken 
charge  of  ibe  congregations  in  Wasbington  county,  just  relinquished  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Forbes.  The  Rev.  Lewis  Taylor  has  removed  to  Oxford, 
and  taken  cbarge  of  St.  Stephen's  Church  in  that  place,  in  connexion 
with  his  former  parisli.  'i'be  Rev.  John  A.  Backhouse,  ordained  at  the 
last  Convention,  has  been  engaged  as  the  minister  of  Euimanuel  C'hurch, 
Warrenlon.  The  Rev.  Jacob  B.  Morss,  ordained  in  November  last,  has 
become  the  minister  of  (Jlirisl  Church,  Elizabeth  (>ity. 

There  are  now  connected  with  the  diocese,  25  clergymen  ;  of  whom, 
22  are  in  active  service.  To  this  number  one  is  expected  to  be  added  at 
this  (convention,  and  three  at  the  ensuing  ember  (lays  ;  making  at  least 
twelve  ft)r  the  coming  year,  dependent,  more  or  less,  npon  missionary- 
aid.  This  number,  however,  must  be  increased  by  at  least  /?t'0,  in  order 
to  meet  the  reasonable  expectations  of  destitute  paris^hes;  to  say  nothing 
of  four  or  five  additional  places  now  open  to  the  efforts  of  the  Church, 
where  her  friends  are  imporl\inate  in  their  appeals  for  her  ministrations. 

Brethren,  furnish  me  with  the  pecuniary  means,  (and  the  demand  shall 
not  be  burdensome,)  ai^d  I  promise  you,  by  the  help  of  God,  that  the 
blessings  of  the  Church  sliall,  before  the  present  generation  sleeps  in  the 
dust,  gladden  the  hearts  of  every  destitute  settlement  in  the  State.  Con- 
tribute to  this  object  the  small  sum  of  three  dollars  a  year,  for  each  com- 
municant, and  the  eyes  which  now  look  upon  you  will  see  the  work  ac- 
complished. 

Frequent  appeals,  during  the  past  year,  have,  by  means  of  circulars, 
been  made  to  us  in  beh-.ilf  of  the  general  charities  of  the  Church;  and 
some  surprise  and  dissatisfaction  evinced  that  we  should  have  done  so 
little  in  this  way.  Brethren,  with  all  our  home  demands  upon  us,  we 
might  have  done  more;  and  we  ought,  perhaps,  to  take  shame  to  our- 
selves that  we  have  not;  but  our  friends  connected  with  these  general  in- 
stitutions of  the  Church,  should  remember,  that  we  are  comparatively  an 
infant  diocese;  and  that  at  least  a  full  share  of  missionary  labour,  consid- 
ering our  strength,  is  already  imposed  upon  us  by  the  calls  of  our  own 
Slate.  It  is  not  intended,  however,  by  tiiis  bint,  to  discourage  applica- 
tions from  abroad,  or  to  intimate  that  our  duty  in  this  behalf,  is  dis- 
charged; but  to  prevent  those  fijrr/^77?f//io/?.s,  which  are  sometimes  thought- 
lessly made  in  connexion  with  the  small  amount  we  give  for  objects  out 
of  the  diocese,  except  as  there  shall  be  likewise  a  distinct  recognition  of 
what  we  do  within  it. 

Brethren,  permit  me  to  renew  the  expression  of  my  desire,  that  you 
•will  continue  and  increase  your  patronage  to  "The  Banner  of  the  (/ross," 
the  periodical  which  I  have  made  the  organ  of  my  official  communica- 
tion with  you.  'I'his  periodical,  although  conducted  with  a  single  eye 
to  *'the  doctrine  and  sacraments  and  discipline  of  Christ,  as  the  Lord 
hath  commanded,  and  as  the  holy  C-.itholic  C'hurch  hath  received  the 
same,"  has  nevertheless  kept  clear  of  thuse  ultra  positions,  and  intempe- 
rate dibvusfiuns*  u'hioh  are  ffo  l^aientaMt:  in  spirit,  sx?  des^micrive  in  <t?f« 
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feet,  and  yet  so  common  in  our  day;  and  hence,  in  the  opinion  of  your 
Bishop,  it  deserves  of  you  a  general  and  cordial  support. 

With  the  prayer,  that  God  may  preside  over  and  bless  lis — keeping 
us  ill  his  holy  fear  and  love,  I  give  way  to  the  deliberations  of  the  Con- 
vention. L.  SILLIMAN   IVES. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Thurston,  it  was 

Resolved  uiianimGUsIij,  That  this  Convention  views  with  feelings  of 
unmingled  grief,  the  afflictive  dispensation  of  Divine  Providence,  that  has 
removed  from  the  scene  of  his  earthly  labors,  our  beloved  brother  in  the 
Ministry,  the  Rev.  Philip  B.  Wiley.' 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Convention  be  instructed  to  for- 
ward a  copy  of  the  above  resolution  to  the  widow  of  the  deceased,  ac- 
companied by  the  assurance  of  the  warmest  sympathy  of  this  Conven- 
tion, under  this  severe  stroke  of  affliction. 

Tiie  Rev.  Mr.  Buxton,  from  the  Committee  appointed  on  the  subject 
of  provision  for  disabled  Clergymen,  and  widows  and  children  of  deceas- 
ed Clergymen,  submitted  a  report  and  resolutions,  which,  having  been 
read,  were  made  the  special  orJer  for  to-morrow  morning. 

Adjourned  till  4  o'clock  this  afternoon. 

Morning  Service  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lyman,  and  a  Sermon 
preached  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Aldis,  from  the  10th  chapter  and  31st  verse  of 
St.  Paul's  1st  Epistle  to  the  Corinthians. 

4  o'clock. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Singeltary,  from  the  Committee  on  the  subject  of  the 
Episcopal  School  Buildings,  reported  as  follows: 

REPORT  of  the  Committee  on  the  Episcopal  School. 

The  Committee  upon  the  Episcopal  School  have  examined  the  matters 
appertaining  to  the  property  and  liabilities  of  t!ie  same,  and  report:  That 
under  the  resolutions  of  the  last  Convention,  the  Trustees  of  the  School 
appointetl  an  Agent  io  effect  a  sale  of  the  property;  that  said  Agent,  deem- 
ing himself  not  authorized  to  sell  at  auction,  advertised  the  land  and  im- 
provements tf)  be  sold  at  private  sale,  but  received  no  offers  to  purchase: 
He  reports  that  the  buildings  are  suffering  by  neglect,  and  that  the  rents 
pay  only  a  fraction  of  the  accruing  interest  upon  the  debts  owed  by  the 
School.  While  the  debts  are  increasing  by  the  accumulation  of  i^iterest, 
amounting  to  $800  or  $900  a  year,  the  property  is  decreasing  in  value: 
At  the  same  time,  some  of  the  creditors  are  complaininor  of  the  delav, 
and  large  arrears  are  due  upon  the  Bishop's  salary.  Under  these  cir- 
cumstances, the  Committee  think  that  effectual  measures  should  be  taken 
for  the  sale  of  the  property,  and  for  that  purpose  recommend  the  follow- 
ing resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  John  H.  Bryan  and  Wm-  H.  Havwood,  Jr.  Esquires, 
bfc  appointed  Agojits  to  ?cll  tlixj  land  and  biiildings  of  the  Epi^opal  School: 
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thtit  they  ailvertise  the  same  to  be  sohl  at  public  auction,  on  some  day 
before  Uie  first  of  January  next;  that  the  terms  of  f^ale  be,  for  cash,  to  an 
arwDunt  sullicient  to  pay  the  debt  due  for  tlie  original  purchase  of  ilie  land 
of  the  hite  Col.  Polk,  and  the  arrears  of  interest  due  upon  the  loan  of  the 
Episcopal  Fund,  and  the  expenses  and  commissions  of  sale;  that  up»n 
the  residue  of  the  purchase  money  they  give  a  credit  of  one,  two,  three 
and  four  years,  with  interest  from  the  date  of  the  sale,  the  purchaser  giv- 
ino"  satisfactory  security,  and  paying  the  interest  annually. 

Resolved,  however.  That  the  property  herewith  directed  to  be  sold, 
shall  be  offered  at  private  sale  by  ttie  said  Agents,  until  the  first  day  of 
October  next;  and  said  Agents  are  hereby  authorized  to  sell  at  private  sale 
for  such  price  as  they  may  think  proper,  the  payments  to  be  made  as  pro- 
vided for  in  the  above  resolutions  for  sale  at  auction. 

Resolved,  'J'hat  the  said  Agents  are  hereby  authorized  to  require  the 
Trustees  of  the  School,  and  all  other  persons  holding  in  trust  for  the  Con- 
vention, to  execute  all  proper  deeds  and  writings,  to  make  effectual  title 
to  the  purchaser,  appnued  by  said  Agents. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Johnston  moved  that  the  next  Annual  Convention  be 
held  in  St.  Paul's  ('hurch,  Edenton.  The  question  being  taken,  it  was 
decided  in  the  neo-ative. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Taylor,  it  wns 

Resolved,  That  the  next  Annual  Convention  be  held  in  St.  Stephen's 
Chnrch,  Oxford,  on  the  3d  Wednesday  of  May,  18i2. 

Convention  adjourned  till  to-morrow  morning,  9  o'clock. 

At  Night,  Divine  Service  was  performed  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  McRae,  and 
a  Sermon  preached  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Buxton,  from  tiie  22J  verse  of  the 
5th  chapter  of  the  Epistle  to  the  Galatians.

Burgwyn,  Dflegate, —  were  present- 
ed and  read,  and  Air.  Marshall  and  Mr.  Burgwyn  appeared  and  took 
\he\T  se.ils. 

Mr.  Spruill,  from  the  Coramiltee  on  Finance,  snbmilted  the  following 
report,  which  was  read  and  adopted,  viz: 

EEPORT  of  the  Commltlcc  of  Finance. 

The  Comniiltee  of  Finance,  to  w^hoin  w^as  referred  the  accounts  snd 
vouchers  of  the  Treasurer,  report,  tiiat  ihey  have  exaraincd  the  same  and 
liiid  them  correct. 

Of  the  Missionary  fund,  they  find  there  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Trea- 
surer, $590  23. 

The  fund  for  the  Episcopate,  consisting  of  cash  $320;  eleven  shares  of 
Stock  of  the  Bank  of  Cape  Fear,  cost  $008,  and  loan  to  Episcopal  School 
of  $7,400,  amounts  to  $8,718. 

In  tlie  general  fund  of  the  Diocese,  from  which  the  annual  expenses 
are  to  be  paid,  including  the  Bishop's  salary,  it  appears  that  the  payments 
made  towards  the  Bishop's  salary  and  for  the  colitingent  expenses  of  the 
Convention,  exceed  the  receipts  applicable  to  these  purposes,  $344  26. 
In  addition  to  tliis,  a  balance  will  be  due  to  the  Bishop  for  salary,  on  1st 
inst.  of  8850;  making  a  deficiency  in  the  fund  provided  to  meet  the  en- 
gagemeuts  of  tiie  Convention,  of  $1,194  26.  This  deficiency  has  arisen 
from  the  inability  o(  the  Episcopal  tSchool  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  fund 
loaned  to  them.  "  Din'ivg  the  year  $240  has  been  received  in  part  of  this 
interest,  leaving  a  balance  on'lst  of  May  of  $1,190  67.  To  meet  tliis 
deficiency,  the  Committee  recommend  that  the  Episcopal  School  pro- 
perty be  sold,  at  as  early  a  day  as  to  the  Convention  may  seem  proper. 

Your  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  scale  of  as- 
sessments, it  being  the  same  as  that  adopted  last  year — \_Sce  Mppendix.^ 
And  they  b^g  leave  to  sug:gest  to  the  vestries  of  the  several  congregations, 
the  necessity  of  punctuality  in  the  collection  and  transmission  of  the 
amounts  due  from  tiieir  respeciive  congregations.

Read  as  a  candidate  for  Orders — have  recommended  Jacob  B.  Morss,  C. 
B.  Walker,  Charles  H.  Disbrow,  William  E.  Snowden,  and  William  B. 
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Otis,  for  Deacon's  Order?;  and  also  the  Rev.  Louis  L.  Noble,  Rev.  EJwin 
Geer,  Rev.  Joseph  B.  Cheshire,  and  Rev.  John  A.  Backhouse,  for  Priest's 
Orders.  Thev  have  also  aiven  their  consent  to  the  consecration  of  the  Rev. 
Wni.  R.  AVhittingham,  D.  D.,  and  the  Rev.  Stephen  Elliott,  Jr.,  D.  D. 

The  Rev.  George  W.  Freeman,  D.  D.,  having  removed  from  the  Dio- 
cese, his  place  in  the  Committee  was  filled  by  the  election  of  the  Rev. 
Richard  S.  Mason,  D.  D. 

In  the  departure  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Freeman,  the  Committee  feel  that  they 
have  lost  from  their  councils,  one  with  whom  it  was  always  both  plea- 
sant and  profitable  to  associate.  Their  best  wishes,  and  warm  alTection, 
follow  him  to  his  new  abode.

REPORT  of  the  Commiltce  on   Provision  for  Desliiute  Clergymen. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  for  consideration,  the  subject  of 
a  resolution  touching  the  creating  a  fund  for  the  relief  of  disabled  Clergy- 
men, and  also  of  the  widows  and  orphans  of  such  Clergymen,  as  dying 
within  the  Diocese,  may  have  left  their  families  in  necessitous  circum- 
stances, beg  leave  to  report:  That,  while  but  one  sentiment  cmu  be  enter- 
tained within  the  Church,  either  as  to  the  expediency  of  some  provision- 
ary  measure  of  the  kind,  or  as  to  the  obvious  christian  duty  involved  in 
the  case,  much  diHTerence  of  opinion  may  reasonably  be  expected  as  to 
the  best  mode  of  combining  and  directing  to  this  end,  the  benevolent 
feelinofs  and  actions  of  the  Church.  Your  Committee  have  had  before 
them  sundry  plans  for  securing  this  end;  some  of  which  have  been  adopt- 
ed in  several  of  the  States,  and  acted  on  with  various  success.  Waiving,, 
at  this  time,  any  discussion  of  the  respective  merits  of  these  plans,  your 
Committee  suggest  that  a  special  Committee  be  annually  appointed,  to 
superintend  this  concern.  They  therefore  recommend  the  following  re- 
solutions: 

Resolved,  That  there  be  a  Committee  appointed  at  this  and  at  each  suc- 
ceeding Convention,  consisting  of  the  Bishop,  who  shall  be  ex-ofhcio 
Chairman,  and  also  one  Presbyter  and  one  Layman,  both  residing  at  Ka- 
leizh. 
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Ihi^ohaU  Thai  llic  Comaiiuec  hereby  appointed,  sliall  be  called  "the 
Committee  for  the  relief  of  disabled  Clergymen,  and  of  the  Widows  and 
Orphans  of  deceased  (Uergymen;"  and  that  it  be  their  duty  to  apply  any 
monevs  raised  under  these  resolutions,  to  the  relief  of  such  disabled  Cler- 
gymen, and  to  the  relief  of  such  widows  and  orphans  of  deceased  Cler- 
gymen, as  they  may  deem  proper  objects  for  the  assistance. 
'^^  Resolved,  That  i't  be  the  duly  of  said  Committee,  to  ascertain  the 
amountof  money  which  will  probably  be  wanted  in  each  succeeding 
year  for  these  purposes,  and  to  report  to  each  Cleroryman  the  respective 
cases,  and  also  the  amount  whicli  will  be  needed  from  their  respective 
Cures.  It  being  understood  that  these  amounts  are  to  be  estimated  by 
the  ratio  of  the  present  assessment.  Provided,  nevertheless,  that  in  event 
of  there  being  no  proper  objects,  there  shall  be  no  call  made. 

Eesnlced,  That  the  Treasi  rer  of  the  Convention  be  the  Treasurer  of 
this  Committee,  that  he  receive  all  moneys  contributed  to  this  object  and 
pay  out  the  same  on  the  warrant  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee. 

RbHoluiid,  That  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  within  the  duty  of  the  Pa- 
rochial Clergy,  to  urge  these  claims,  when  they  exist,  on  their  respective 
Cures— to  collect  funds,  and  to  transmit  them  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Convention. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  report  their  annu« 
al  proceedings  in  detail,  at  each  and  every  Convention. 
Ail  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

On  motion  of  Mr.  H.  A.  London,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Mason,  and  Dr.  John 
Beckwith,  were  appointed,  in  conjunction  with  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop, 
to  compose  the  Committee  provided  for  in  the  above  resolutions,  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

The'Rev.  Mr.  Green,  from  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church, 
submitted  the  following  Report,  which  was  read  and  received,  viz: 

REPORT  of  the  Committee  on  the  state  of  the  Church, 

It  is  with  much  thankfulness  of  heart,  that  this  Committee  now  lays 
before  the  Convention,  a  summary  view  of  the  present  condition  of  the 
Diocese. 

Upon  a  careful  examination  of  the  Reports  from  the  several  Parishes 
and  Missionary  Stations,  together  with  the  Journal  of  the  Bishop,  it  ap- 
pears that  the  rite  of  baptism  has  been  administered  to  485  infants,  and 
59  adults,  (more  than  double  the  number  reported  last  year,) — that  128 
have  been  confirmed— that  the  number  of  communicants  is  1304— and 
that  the  collections  for  the  Missionary  and  other  purposes  of  the  Diocese, 
are  larger  than  those  of  any  preceding  year. 

Although  the  numbers  do  not  exhibit  a  very  great  increase,  above  the 
reports  of  the  last  Convention,  yet  is  there  much  in  the  general  condition 
of  the  Diocese,  to  encourage  us  to  renewed  exertion. 

Of  the  21  Clergymen  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  all  are  pre- 
sent except  one,  who  is  detained  at  home,  by  sickness  in   his   family. — 
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Reports  have  been  receivptl  from  every  Parish,  and  every  occupied  Mis- 
sionary station,  making  35  in  all.  This  fact,  of  itself,  bespeaks  an  awa- 
kened zeal  on  the  part  of  many  who  lia\e  liiLheilo  negiecled  lliis  duly, 
thouf^h  positively  enjoined  by  Canon. 

There  are  at  ihis  time  25  Clerg-ymen  in  the  Diocese,  and  8  candidates 
for  Orders.  Tuo  Deacons  have  been  ordained  w  ithin  tlie  vear,  and 
tljree  Churches  consecrrited. 

Your  Committee  regrets  to  find  that  out  of  the  whole  number  of  Pa- 
rishes, only  three  have  rei)orted  the  number  of  Sunday  Scholars.  It  is 
lioped  that  in  the  orood  work  of  training  the  young  f)f  tlieir  charge,  (and 
especially  the  children  of  the  poor,)  there  is  no  relaxaiion  on  t'ne  part  of 
the  Parochial  Clergy,  and  those  who  have  hitherto  no  zealously  aided 
them  in  this  labor  of  love. 

It  is  gratifying  to  perceive  that  increased  attention  has  been  paid  to  the 
colored  portion  of  our  population.  An  unusual  nundier  of  iliat  class, 
have  this  year  been  received  into  the  Church  by  ba{<tism;  and  an  increas- 
ed efficiency  has  been  given  to  the  modes  of  instruction  heretofore  so  suc- 
cessfully used  for  their  benefit. 

In  looking  over  the  Diocese,  your  Committee  can  see  nothing  to  re- 
strain their  thankful  feelings,  unless  it  be  the  condition  of  the  property 
lately  used  as  the  Episcopal  School.  They  cannot  bring  themselves  to 
believe  for  a  moment,  that  the  intelligent  and  zealous  Laity  of  this  Dio- 
cese, will  eventually  permit  that  property — the  property  of  the  C/n/rch  of 
God — to  be  alienated  from  the  holy  purposes  for  which  it  was  intended. 

The  Missionary  operations  of  the  Diocese  have  been  conducted  with 
encouraoing  success.  Nothing,  under  God,  seems  to  be  warning  to  the 
spread  of  the  Church  through  every  part  of  this  State,  but  means  for  the 
comfortable  support  of  the  necessary  number  of  Missionaries,  'i'hat  this 
want  wi'l  be  duly  supplied,  the  past  liberality  of  our  brethren  leaves  no 
room  for  doubt.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Buxton,  Secretary  and  Agent  of  the  Missionary  Com- 
mittee, fnibmitted  the  following  Annual  Report,  which  was  read  and  re- 
ceived, viz: 

BE P OB  T  of  the  JMissionary  Committee. 

The  Missionary  Committee,  respectfully  report  to  the  Convention,  the 
continued  prosperity  of  this  department  of  the  Church.  The  extent  of 
its  operation  is  limited  only  by  the  means  which  the  Church  has  put  un- 
der their  control;  and  they  have  learned  from  observation  on  what  is  pass- 
ing around,  that  it  is  neither  wise  nor  safe  to  exceed  these  limitations.— 
The  Committee,  however,  await  with  expectation,  the  period  when  a 
deeper  and  more  efi^'ective  sense  of  the  Missionary  responsibility,  shall 
prevail  within  our  communion — when  the  hearts  of  all  shall  be  found  in 
better  proportion  and  consistency  with  the  ability  which  God  hath  given. 

The  congregations  which  have  been  aided  in  the  support  of  their  Min- 
isters the  past  year,  are  those  of  Rowan;  St.  Bartholomew's,  Pittsboro'; 
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St.  Jainss's,  Grnnvil!;;  Calvnry  Cliurfh,  W-.-.clesborongli;  tlie  station  ut 
Halifax;  St.  Stephen's,  Windsor;  the  conjrregaiions  ot  Beauiort  count)  ; 
Herlfurd,  in  Perquinions,  anii  iiar\ey's  T^eck. 

The  CcifiniiiitLe  have  supplied  ull  demands  for  Eiules,  Trayer  Books 
and  Tracts. 

The  funds  which  liave  been  placed  under  the  control  of  the  Committee, 
includinji  the  colleciions  under  the  special  anpnoy,  aniouni  to  ^1621  b'6. 
Of  this  sum,  S700  have  been  appropriated  in  discharge  of  dues,  prior  t<» 
the  last  Convention;  $250  for  services  tl;e  last  year;  831  30  ior  Prayer 
Books;  leaving  a  balance  on  hand  of  $590  23.  The  approprialion^  iLade 
by  the  Cominitiee  for  the  present  year,  anjoujn  to  $1,250;  lo  meet  which, 
the  sum  c^f  $401)  77,  will  be  required  from  the  receijits  at  the  present 
Convention. 

The  (.'ommiilee,  under  t.liis  head,  gratefiiHy  acknowledge  the  very  gen- 
erous and  seasonable  contributions  made  by  the  conoreo[ations,  under  the 
special  agrency  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Forbes,  and  also  their  indebiedness  lo 
this  genileman  f(»r  the  services  he  so  promptly  and  etfectiveiy  reni'ered. 
These  contributions  are  as  follows:  Edenton  JyGO;  Washington  $73  45; 
Wilmington  $115  50;  Fayetteville  S209  22;  Raleigh  $101  ,611;  Newbeni 
$102  65;  scattering  85.  The  whole  sum  collected  amounts  lo  S667  43i, 
nt  an  expense  to  the  fund  of  $54  60,  leaving  8612  83  available  to  llie 
Coinmiuee.

The  Convention  proreeded  to  tlie  consideration  of  the  report  and  reso- 
lutions from  the  Committee  on  the  Episcopal  School;  and  they  were  a- 
dopted. 

On  motion,  John  W.  ATriglU,  Esq.  was  unaniniously  re-elected  Trea- 
surer of  the  Convention,  for  the  ensuinor  year. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  balloted  for  the  Missionary  Commit'ee  for 
the  ensuing  year,  when  the  Rev.  INIr.  Buxton  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Mason, 
and  Messrs.  John  VV.  Wright,  C.  T.  llaigh,  and  Edward  L.  Winslow, 
were  elected. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Cameron,  a  Committee  was  appointed  to  examine 
the  Journal  of  the  General  Convention,  and  report  whether  there  be  any 
subject  contained  therein,  requiring  the  action  of  this  Convention. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  McRae,  and  Dr.  Cameron  and  Mr.  Lippitt,  were  ap- 
pointed to  compose  the  Committee. 

Such  Clergymen  as  were  absent  from  the  sessions  of  the  last  Annual 
Convention,  were  called  upon  to  state  the  causes  of  such  absence,  which 
having  been  done  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Convention,  they  were  seve- 
rally excused. 

The  Convention  adjourned  till  to-morrow  morning,  9  o'clock. 

At  Night,  Divine  Service  was  performed  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Aldis,  and  a 
Sermon  preached  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lyman,  from  the  1st  Epistle  of  St. 
Paul  to  the  Corinthians,  13ih  chapter  and  1st  verse. 


Saturday,  9  o'clock. 

Convention  met.     Prayer  was  read  by  the  Ri'^hop. 
The  Journal  of  yesterday  was  read  and  approved. 

The  (Jommiltee  on  the  subject  of  the  Diocesan  Library  presented  the 
following  report,  which  was  read  and  adopted,  viz: 

JiEI'ORT  of  the  Qonimlltce  on  the  Diocesan  Library, 

The  Committee  on  the  Diocesan  Library,  respectfully  report:  That 
sail!  Jjibrary,  cooi  prising  but  few  volumes,  and  some  of  them  of  but  little 
standard  value,  affords  but  few  of  the  advantages  which  are  inilicated  by 
its  nanie,  and  which  were  contemplated  by  the  original  donor. 

The  importance  of  large  and  well  selected  Libraries  for  the  Clergy,  is 
doubtless  too  well  appreciated  to  nee-d  illustration  or  proof.  But  as  it  is 
wholly  beyond  the  means  of  our  Clergy  to  procure  adequate  private  Li- 
braries, it  would  seem  advisable  to  concentrate  all  their  means  upon  some 
one  Library,  to  which  all  may  have  access.  Many  of  the  most  impor- 
tant works  in  Theology  and  History,  are  so  costly,  that  few,  if  any,  of 
our  Clergy,  can  ever  procure  them  for  their  individual  use.  The  topics 
embraced  in  the  wide  range  of  Biblical  Literature,  are  so  numerous,  and 
so  extensively  illustrated  by  modern  research,  that  {e\v  of  the  Clergy, 
any  where,  are  able  to  supply  themselves  with  apparatus  sufficient  for  a 
thorough  investigation  of  a  single  one  of  them. 

The  gradual  and  regular  increase  of  the  Diocesan  Library,  therefore, 
seems  to  be  the  best  and  the  only  feasible  plan,  for  affording  the 
Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  more  extensive  means  of  reading  and  reference, 
than  they  at  present  possess,  or  are  ever  likely  to  attain.  By  this  ar- 
rangement they  can  so  economiize  their  resources,  and  brinor  them  to  bear 
upon  one  point,  that  the  greatest  benefits  and  facilities  of  investigation, 
may  be  secured  to  the  whole. 

It  may  confidently  be  expected,  that,  if  the  Clergy  exhibit  a  due  inter- 
est and  activity  in  the  subject,  our  intelligent  Laity  will  give  valuable  as- 
sistance, by  occasional  donations  of  money  and  books. 

The  Committee,  therefore,  respectfully  submit  to  the  Convention,  the 
following  plan  for  effecting  the  object  above  susrgested. 

Resolved,  That  the  Theological,  Biblical,  and  Historical  works  belong- 
ing to  the  Library  of  the  Episcopal  School,  be  deposited  in  the  Diocesan 
Library, 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  every  Clergyman,  to  procure 
annually,  the  sum  of  at  least  five  dollars,  in  money  or  books,  for  the  in- 
crease of  sjiid  fiibrary. 

Resolved,  That  the  Library  be  under  the  control  of  the  Bishop  and 
Standing  Committee,  who  may  determine  its  location;  that  the  Bishop 
appoint  the  Librarian,  and  appropriate  the  funds  for  the  increase  and  pre- 
servation of  the  same. 

Resolved,  That  each  Clergyman  may  draw  from  the  Library,  at  one 
i^me.  not  more  than  five  volumes,  and  retain  them  not  longer  than  three 


months;  that  those  retMiiiing  books  longer  than  the  time  specified,  \vi»h» 
out  reasonable  excuse,  shall  pay  to  the  funds  of  the  Library,  one  dollar 
for  every  month  they  arc  so  retained. 

Resolved^  That  at  each  annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  tlie  Libra- 
rian furnish  the  (Clergy  with  a  catalogue  of  the  Bt^oks  belnp.jring  to  the 
Library;  also,  that  each  Clerfryman  present  the  Librarian  with  a  list  of 
the  Books  in  his  own,  or  in  his  Parish  Library,  so  that  unnecessary  du- 
plicates may  not  be  purchased,  and  that  each  may  know  where  to  apply 
for  any  needed  set  of  books. 

Convention  proceeded  to  elect,  by  ballot,  four  Clerffymen  and  four 
Laymen,  as  Delegates  to  the  next  General  Convention  of  the  Church  in 
the  United  States.  Whereupon,  the  Rev.  Messrs-.  .lohn  JSingeliarv,  .Jar- 
vis  B.  Buxton,  Samuel  L  Johnston,  and  Richard  S.  Mason,  D.  D.;  aiid 
the  Hon.  Thomas  RutTin,  Messrs.  Wm.  C.  Lord,  Josiali  Collins,  and 
George  E.  Spruill,  were  duly  elected. 

Adjourned  till  3  o'clock  this  afternoon. 

Divine  Service  was  performed  by  tlie  Rev.  Mr.  Sino-eltarv,  and  an  Ad- 
dress delivered  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  May,  Agent  of  ihe  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions,  on  the  subject  of  his  Agency. 

3  o'clock. 

Tlie  Rev.  Mr.  Sing^'^Unr}',  fom  the  Committee  on  the  Stale  of  the  iMi^- 
sionary  operations  of  the  Diocese,  presented  the  fullovviiig  report,  which 
was  read  and  accepted,  viz: 

REPORT  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Missionary  Operations, 

The  Committee  appointed  to  enquire  into  the  state  of  the  Missionary 
operations  of  the  Diocese,  I'le  means  of  sustaining  and  enlarging  the  same, 
and  the  expediency  of  a  new  organization  of  the  method  of  conducting 
them,  report:  That  the  Missionary  Committee  constituted  under  the  res- 
olution of  the  Convention  of  iS3G,  requires  no  new  organization  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  objects  for  which  it  has  been  created. 
Upon  examination  into  the  condition  of  iheslalit>ns  heretofore  established 
by  the  Bishop,  and  proposed  to  be  established  by  him,  the  Committee 
have  estimated  that  the  sum  of  one  thousand  six  hundred  dollars  will  be 
required  for  the  support  of  the  Missionaries  necessary  to  occupy  the 
above  stations,  for  the  ensuing  year.  If  the  several  congregations  will 
pay  towards  the  Missionary  fund,  a  sum  equal  to  that  assessed  upon  them 
for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  the  required  amount  will  be  raised. — 
It  is  accordingly  recommended  to  the  Clergy,  that  they  endeavor  to  raise 
in  their  several  couiji-egalions,  tlie  sums  aforesaid,  to  lie  paid  to  the  'JVea- 
surer  of  the  Convention,  for  the  use  of  the  Missionaries.  As,  however, 
manv  of  the  Missionary  stations  can  hardly  be  calculated  upon  in  this 
matter,  the  Churches  which  are  able  should  increase  their  contributions 
to  an  aiiiouut  exceeding  that  assessed  for  the  support  of  tiie  Episcopate 


The  Committee  have  uiulerstood,  that  the  Missionary  Board  liave  pre- 
si-ribed  a  rule,  whicli  rebuicis  their  aiaximwm  contribuiion  to  two  huo- 
dretl  dollars  to  any  one  Missionary,  uidess  in  very  exiraortlinary  cases, 
and  that  tliis  largest  allowance  is  made  only  to  those  Missionaries  whose 
congregations  contribute  only  three  iiundrt-d  dollars  or  under. 

As  some  of  our  Missionaries  are  bachelors  and  some  are  married  men, 
the  rule  does  not  appear  to  be  an  expedient  one,  and  must  operate  to  ex.- 
cliule  from  the  Missionary  stations  of  the  Diocese,  all  married  men. 

'I'he  Commiitee  therefore  beg  leave  to  recommend,  that  the  Conven- 
tion prescribe  to  the  Missionary  Board,  some  general  rule  for  the  gradu- 
ation of  the  contributions  to  the  Missionaries,  or  direct  them  to  enlarge, 
in  all  cases,  the  allowances  made  to  Missionaries  who  are   married   men. 

'J'he  Committee  also  understand  that  there  will  be  no  moneys  for  Mis- 
sionary purposes,  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  ai;er  paving  the  sums 
now  due  for  appropriations  aireaiiy  u!a(ie.  '1  Hey  ilierefore  recommend 
that  the  congregations  remit  to  the  'ireasiirer  a  portion  of  their  coniiibu- 
tibns  before  Christmas  next.

RtsoliH'd,  'i'hat  the  Missionary  ('ommittee  be  instructed  to  make  an 
T^dditional  allowance,  at  liieir  discretion,  to  such  Missionaries  as  have 
families. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Spruill,  it  was 

Bcso/ved,  That  tlie  'i'reasurer  of  this  Diocese  be  directed  to  pay,  at  the 
next  x^nnual  (Junvention,  the  sum  of  iifty  dollars  to  each  Clerical  Dele- 
gate who  shall  have  attended  the  General  Convention  from  this  Diocese. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Sprijill,  it  was 

Besolce'l,  'i'hai  if  any  of  tlie  Clerical  or  Lay  Delegates  to  the  General 
Convention  should  be  unable  to  at'.e.id,  they  are  hereby  requested  to  give 
notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  at  least  one  month  before  the 
meeting  of  the  General  Convention;  that  thereupon  the  Bishop  beauthor- 
azed  to  fill  such  v-u-anrv. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Lippitt, 

Heso/ocd,  Tliat  tiie  Secretary  procure  the  printed  copies  of  the  Jour- 
nals and  Canons  of  the  (General  i'onveniion,  and  cause  the  same  to  be 
bound;  and  that  he  also  cause  to  be  bound  printed  copies  of  the  Journals 
iind  Canons  of  this  Convention;  and  that  the  same  be  produced  at  each 
tneeting  of  this  (Convention,  for  the  use  of  the  members. 

The  Convention  proceeded  to  elect  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  School, 
to  fill  the  vacan<'ies  occurring  by  the  expiration  of  the  terms  of  the  1st 
Class;  and  the  Rav.  iMessrs.  Green  and  Siiigeltary,  and  Messrs.  Spruill 
and  Hayworxl,  were  dilv  elected.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Mason  was  also  elect-, 
ed  to  (ill  the  vacancy  in  the  2d  Class,  occasioned  by  the  resignation  of  tlie 
Kev.  Dr.  Freem:^!. 

The  Rev.  Robert  B.  Drane  was  nominated  and  elected  a  Trustee  of 
the  General  Theological  Seminary,  tu  llil  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the 
removal  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Freeman. 

Tlu'  Convention  adjourned  till  G  o'clock  on  Monday  morning. 


At  NiglU,  Divine  Service  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Chesliire,  and  a 
Sermon  ju-eadied  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Mason,  from  5lli  cli.  1st  Thessaloni- 
ans,  lUih  v.  After  wliich,  the  holy  rile  oi"  Coniiruiaiion  was  administer- 
ed to  2-i:  persons,  of  whom  ID  were  wiiite  and  5  coloured. 

On  Sunday  morning,  an  Ordination  was  held,  on  w'hich  occasion  the 
Morning  Prayer  was  conducted  by  the  Rev.  Professor  Green,  assisted  by 
the  Rev.  John  Singeltary,  who  read  the  Lessons.  A  Charge  to  the  Cler- 
gy, with  Address  to  the  Candidates,  was  tl»en  delivered  by  the  Bishop, 
on  tilt  relative  duties  of  AJiJiifiteni  and  Feople.  The  Candidate  for 
Deacon's  Orders,  Charles  Bruce  Walker,  was  presented  by  the  Kev. 
Robert  B.  Drane;  the  Candidates  for  Priest's  Orders,  Rev.  Joseph  Blount 
Cheshire,  Rev.  Edwin  Geer,  and  Rev.  John  Backhouse,  were  presented 
by  the  Rev.  T.  F.  Davis.  After  the  Ordination,  the  Holy  Communion 
was  administered  by  the  Bishop  to  the  Clergy;  and  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Ma- 
son, the  Rev.  Professor  Green,  the  Rev.  VViUiam  N.  Hawks,  and  the 
Rev.  Jarvis  B.  Buxton,  to  about  two  hundred  of  the  Laity. 

Li  the  Afternoon,  Service  was  performed  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Morss,  and 
a  Sermon  preached  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Walker,  from  the  4th  chapter  of  St. 
Paul's  Epistle  to  the  Phillippians,  13th  verse. 

At  Night,  Service  was  read  by  tiie  Rev.  Mr.  Forbes,  and  a  Missionary 
Sermon  preached  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Curtis,  from  the  10th  chapter  of  St. 
Paul's  Epistle  to  the  Romans,  15th  and  17th  verses.  A  collection,  in 
aid  of  the  xMissionary  Fund  of  the  Diocese,  was  then  made,  and  amour.t- 
ed  to  $193  81. 

After  these  services,  the  Holy  Rite  of  Confirmation  was  administered 
to  one  person. 

Monday  Morning,  May  10. 

Convention  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Prayers  by  the  Bishop. 

The  Minutes  of  Saturday  were  read  and  approved. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Curtis,  the  Bishop  was  requested  to  pre- 
pare for  "publication,  at  his  convenience,  the  Charge  delivered  by  him 
yesterday,  on  the  occasion  of  the  Ordination;  and  that  1000  copies  there- 
of be  printed  for  distribution.

Resolved^  That  the  Treasurer  he  authorized  to  forward  to  the  Secreta- 
ry of  the  General  Convention,  the  quota  of  expense  pertaining  to  this 
Diocese. 

A  motion  being  made  and  seconded,  that  the  Convention  do  now  ad- 
journ .iine  die,  the  meml)ers  united  in  the  usual  acts  of  praise  and  devi>.

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REPORT  of  the  Treasurer, 

Fayetteville,  April  30,  1841. 

The  undersigned  submits  to  the  Convention  the  usual  exhibits  of  re- 
ceipts and  disbursements  of  funds,  coming  into  his  hands  as  Treasurer, 
during  the  past  year. 

From  the  annexed  accounts  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  it  will 
be  seen  that  the  payments  made  towards  the  Bishop's  salary,  and  for  the 
Contingent  expenses  of  the  Convention,  exceed  the  receipts  applicable 
to  these  purposes  $344  26.  In  addition  to  this,  a  balance  will  be  due  to 
the  Bishop  for  salary,  on  the  first  day  of  May,  of  $850;  making  a  defi- 
ciency in  the  fund  provided,  to  meet  the  engagements  of  the  Convention, 
of  $1,194  26.  This  deficiency  has  arisen  from  the  inability  of  the  Epis- 
copal School  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  fund  loaned  to  ihem.  During  the 
year,  $240  has  been  received,  in  part  of  this  interest,  leaving  a  balance 
due  on  1st  May  of  $1,190  67.
